Attack has been made in the courts dh the plan 


adopted by the recent legislature to give Indiana a 
new constitution. 
John T. Dye, a well known citizen 


of Indianapolis, asks the Marion circuit court to de- 
clare null and void the act by which it is proposed to 
submit the issue to a vote and to grant a writ of in- 
junction to restrain the governor and other state 
officials 
from making necessary arrangements or 


spending any public funds for an election. 


It perhaps is well that such a suit should be in 


stituted. The plan for giving the state a new con 
stitution has been subjected to much partisan criti 
cism and denunciation, and it is to be desired that th 
legal issues, involved 
be determined before th 


question is submitted to the people. The suit, there 
fore, from this point of view is timely. The supreme 
court will'have abundant season in which to pass upon 
these issues before the people are called upon to de-

It is not too much to say that 'n 
he translation from the Hebrew and Greek into English 
he Bible has gained in vitality and penetrating power. It i 
this almost unparalleled freshness o£ spirit and speech tha 
has made the English Bible the text-book of a race of world 
wide relations and influence. Its content of religious truth 
and its form of speech are so vitally unified that each con 
tributes to the other and reinforces its effect. It is, there 
fore, not only a great work of literature but a historica 
document of greater importance in the national life of th 
English-speaking peoples than Magna Charta. 


The sources of the English Bible go back to Caedmon anr 


Bede; and half a dozen men of genius contributed to th 
richness of phrase, the noble cadence, the lofty rhythm of 
translation which grew out of a remark made by King Jame 
to a. conference of English churchmen in 1604; it was not 
until three years later that the scholars selected for the 
undertaking went seriously to work on their great task. 
They were men of wide divergences of opinion, but they 
were large-minded in their attitude toward their work, and

"a well of English undented:" almost three centuries later 
Ruskir. recorded at length his great indebtedness to the 
English Bible: while in a country which was just beginning 
to "hear English spoken by insignificant groups of people 
when that Bible was given to the world. 


The three hundredth anniversary of the birth of this grca 


test-book of English faith, speech and morals is being com 
memorated in many impressive ways wherever the language 
is spoken: the greatest recognition of Its incalculable service 
to civilization would he a fresher and wider study of its 
majestic and liberating ideas, its noble and inspiring Eng- 
lish.

last year I had less than one hundred 
cases which 'required my attention. 


"Parents, generally," Mr. Work con- 


tinued, "are complying with the law. 
They are understanding the wisdom 
of the truancy laws more than 'was 
formerly the case. 
It requires con- 


stant watching, however, on the part 
of the truant\ officer. The trustees and 
the teachers throughout the county 
are giving me great aid. I think Al- 
ien county is among the first counties 
of the state not only in regard tn the 
efficiency of her district schools,, but 
also in the'low percentage of truanuy 
among, the children of school age."
